“(a) in the case of a foreigner- who enters India on a visa valid for a 
stay in India for a period of ninety days or less and who wishes 
to stay in India beyond ninety days, to the Registration Officer

2. In the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957, In regulation 33, — 

(a) in sub-regulation (1), the proviso shall be omitted; 

(b) after sub-regulation (1), the following sub-regulations shall be inserted, 

namely : — 

"(1A) After such date as the Central Government may notify In this 
behalf in the Official Gazette, no person shall, except with the pre- 
vious permission in writing of the Chief Inspector and subject to 
such conditions as he may specify therein, be appointed or ehall 
continue to act as an engineer or competent person as referred to 
in sub-regulation (1) of a mine of the type mentioned in column (1) 
of the table below unless he holds the corresponding qualifications 
mentioned in column (2) thereof.

(IB) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-regulation (1A), the Chief 
Inspector may, by an order In writing,— 

(I) specify any qualification in addition to those referred to tn that sub- 

regulation in respect of a mine or class of mines, or 

(II) direct that the engineer or other competent person in respect of any 

mine or class of mine need possess only such qualifications as he may 
specify in the order.”

5. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Disqualification. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the post; and 

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there aro special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule.
